soil, with all its roots spread out nat- 
urally.—Roots which, are curled and 
cramped in the hole cannot function 
properly.

4. Remove as large a ro|ot system 


sis possible \vith the tree you dig.— 
The roots should not. be ripped or 
Lorn from the ground, bul removed 
carefully 
by 
digging around them 


with ft spade or mattock. \ A trans- 


planted tree needs all its roots for 
proper anchorage and the securing 
of nourishment. 


5. Torn or broken roots should be 


trimmed with a sharp knife.—The 
damaged ends of roots should be re-t 
moved with a clean, slanting cut. A 
ragged wound does not heal readily. 


G. Prevent the drying out of the 


exposed roots.—If the removed tree 
cannot be planted soon, heel it in 
by 
digging a temporary 
hole 
or 


trench and covering its roots with 
ground. Placing the root system in 
a thin solution of water and soil 
prevents drying out before planting. 


7. Do not set the tree deeper than 


it was originally.—The ground sur- 
face should come at the "root col- 
lar" or the junction of the root sys- 
tem and stem.

8. Hold the tree erect and tamp 


the soil firmly about 
its 
roots.— 


Rich earth, free from clcds. should 
come in contact with the roots.

9. If the tree is dormant do not 


water it.—If 
transplanted 
in the 


growing season, water is beneficial. 
It establishes contact between root 
hairs and soil particles. 


10. Prune the top to balance the 


loss or roots.—If the root system has

it is necessary to 


remove some cf the 
branches.

Big Illinois Meteorite 


(International News 'Service) 
CHICAGO April 12.—A piece of 


the only meteorite ever recorded as 
having fallen in Illinois now is on 
display at the Field Museum of Nat- 
ural History here. 


For years astronomers and geolo- 


gists have been watching for any re- 
port of a meteorite falling or being 
discovered imbedded in the soil of the 
state. The specimen now on display 
in the museum is a large fragment of 
a meteorite which fell near Tilden, a 
town 45 miles southeast of St. Louis, 
Mo., on July 13, 1927. The meteorite 
landed in three masses—one weighing 
110 pounds, one 46 pounds and one 9 
pounds.
